About a fortnight or three weeks before the beds are to be 
made, collect a quantity of fresh horse manure without the straw; 
place it in a heap under cover, and as it heats keep turning it over 
once or twice a week, until the fiery heat has become exhausted, 
which will require from ten to fourteen days’ time. A\ hen the 
manure is in a condition to be made up, lay out your bed according 
to your requirements, say 3 feet wide, 10 feet long, and from 2 to 3 
feet deep; beat it well down with the back of the spade as the 
process of building goes on. When the bed has been made 
some time, say a week or thereabouts, and the heat sufficiently de¬ 
clined to a temperature of 65 or 75 degrees, the spawn may be put 
into it. Break the spawn in pieces 2 inches square, and put 
them 6 inches apart all over the bed, then cover the bed with 2 
inches of rich soil. When the soil looks dry, give a gentle watering 
with tepid water, using a rose on the watering-pot.

Herbs should have a place in every garden. Any good housekeeper knows the value of the little patch of herbs upon which she makes 
dailv drafts in the Summer, and which furnishes such a nice collection of dried herbs for Winter seasoning, while as domestic medicines 
several kinds are held in high repute. The culture is very simple; the best way is to make a little seed-bed in the early Spring, and set 
the plants out in a bed as soon as large enough. They should be harvested on a dry day, just before the blossom develops, dried quickly 
and bottled, or closely packed in dry boxes with the air entirely excluded.

The Aster’s vigor and ease of culture are import¬ 
ant factors of its popularity. Plants from seed sown 
in the open ground in May bloom finely in Septem¬ 
ber and October, when the flowers are seen at 
their best. For July and August flowers sow 
in March or April, in coldframes, spent hot¬ 
bed, or pots or boxes in the house. Cover 
the seed about half an inch deep with 
rich, light soil, and when the plants have 
three or four leaves transplant about 18 
inches apart each way into well-prepared 
beds. Manures too fresh or used in too 
large quantities sometimes induce dis¬ 
ease in Asters. When used they should 
be thoroughly well decayed and mixed 
with the soil.
